—FOR BAPTISM: “‘It is 
the responsibility of the 
pastor to implement a bap- 
tismal preparation program 
in the parish.’’ This should 
be offered within the ‘‘con- 
text of the culture and 
language of the parents’’. 

Bishop Maher pointed out 
that in some cases there may 
be ‘‘minimal instruction’”’ for 
those parents who “‘possess 
natural virtues, but pethaps 
not the religious knowledge’’ 
which some standards may 
set. 


—FOR CONFIRMATION: 
The resolutions recom- 
mended workshops _ for 
priests, a minimum age for 
receiving the sacrament and 
that it could be administered 
by priests delegated’ by the 
bishop. 

The resolution also indi- 
cated that preparation for 
confirmation ‘‘demands a 
period of spiritual renewal 
(Cursillo or days of tecollec- 
tion or retreat); an intensive 
catechesis, a commitment to 
be an adult, mature Chris- 
to participate in the spiritual 
life of the Church, to serve 
Christ, and a free and 
conscious request for the 
sacrament.”’

“Moral certainty that the 
marriage will not work out 
should move the priest to 
refuse to perform the marri- 
age,’’ said the resolution. If 
pregnancy is the ‘‘sole 
motive, there should be no 
marriage,’’ it added. 


It was pointed out in 
discussion that there is a 
“natural right to marry’’ 
which should not be over- 
looked. The resolution re- 
commended at least one 
pre-Cana center for each 
deanery of the diocese.

On the question of inner- 
city schools which are having 
difficulties maintaining fin- 
ancial support, he hoped the 
senate would recommend an 
annual diocesan-wide gift- 
giving program authorized 
by the bishop to provide 
needed financial assistance.

Immaculate Conception, not Virgin birth —

At this time of year there is always confusion 
among many Catholics but particularly among 
Protestants, about the meaning of the Immaculate 
Conception. Many confuse it with the Virgin ‘birth, 
since the two come within weeks of each other 
during December. For anyone who has any problem 
explaining: the Virgin birth is the birth of Christ to 
Mary, the virgin. The Immaculate Conception is 
our belief—declared dogma by the Church—that 
because she was such a holy and sacred vessel for 
God’s work, by bearing Jesus, Mary was born 
without any sin, including what we call original sin. 
In other words, it was the conception of Mary 
through her parents which we regard as 
““immaculate’’. 


Both the Immaculate Conception and the 
Assumption were declared official teaching of the 
Church by infallible pronouncements. of the Pope, 
two of the few occasions when infallibility has been 
invoked. Once again there is a lingering suspicion 
among some non-instructed Catholics and some 
Protestants that infallibility means the Pope cannot 
commit error. Of course he can, just like any other 
human being. And even an infallible statement is 
subject to refinement and precision in much the 
same way as our understanding of the scriptures is 
refined. The vast majority of papal pronouncements 
and directives are not infallible, although they do, 
of course, deserve our utmost respect as the official 
teaching of the Church through the Vicar of Christ. 


But when the Pope speaks ‘’ex Cathedra’’, thatis, 
invoking the infallible teaching power of the 
Church, in matters of faith and morals, we believe 
that: statement to be free of doctrinal error, and 
integral to the faith of the Church. 


Reagan and abortion

Somehow, | don’t think Father Bennett will have 
a very large female following. Though, in truth, | 
find it is often women themselves who are most 
strongly opposed to the ordination of women. 


Liturgy book barred 

Rumor had it recently that the new Liturgy of the 
Hours book produced in four volumes was in 
trouble with the U.S. bishops. | think there has 
been a misunderstanding. The book in trouble is a 
unauthorized, shorter version published by the 
Liturgical Press in Collegeville, Minn., which the 
bishops’ Liturgy Committee has castigated. 


The whole business of producing the new books 
of Liturgy of the Hours, or Breviary, or Prayer for 
Christians—call it what you will—has been 
somewhat unfortunate. Our own reviewer, Father 
Charles Dollen, classified the production as a 
“book of horrors’’ in his reviews in both SC and 
The Priest magazine. He also called it ‘‘the greatest 
disaster in the history of liturgical publishing.’” | 
must admit | find it a badly produced, badly edited 
book for the money—$20 a volume. But perhaps the 
fault lies with the attempt to get too much into it.

Bible Personalities: Solomon Part | 


Solomon was called 


the wisest man on earth

“Think like a wise man and talk the 
lengusee of the people’ (William Butler 
Yeats). 


No king ever brought Israel a greater 
sense of grandeur than Solomon the son of 
David. Solomon was Israel’s ‘‘sun king.’’ He 
mounted the throne with a prayer in his 
heart for the gift of wisdom. He summoned 
tutors from the courts of Egypt, Babylon, 
Syria and Phoenicia to train him in the 
practical wisdom of those experienced 
monarchies. 


Quick of mind he integrated this worldly 
wisdom with faith and obedience to God. 
The payoff was extraordinary: ‘Solomon 
had 40,000 stalls of horses for his chariots, 
and 12,000 horsemen.’’ (I Kings 4:7) 
‘*Solomon had 12 commissaries for all Israel 
who supplied food for the king and his 
household.”’ (I Kings 4:26) ‘‘King Solomon 
also built a navy at Ezion Gaber.’’ (I Kings 
9:26) - 

“THE TEMPLE (which Solomon built) 
was overlaid with gold.’’ (I Kings 6:22) 


Solomon’s stables, the imperial fleet, food 
supply cities, and a temple glistening with 
gold were legacies of the legendary wisdom 
of Solomon. He was swift to see the need for 
importing talents not found among his own 
people. He brought in smelting technicians 
from Phoenicia to work on copper production 
at Ezion Gaber. Archaeologist Nelson 
Glueck called this seaport “‘the Pittsburgh of 
Palestine...and Solomon its copper king.”’ 


He contracted a team of architects from 
Hiram’s firm in Tyre for the building of the 
Temple. Since no Israelites had any 
experience in sailing or boat construction, 
Solomon hired Phoenician specialists to 
build his navy and man the ships with their 
sailors. 


““IN THIS fleet Hiram placed his own 


expert seamen with the servants of 
Solomon.’’ (I Kings 9:26) Phoenician court 
records state that, 8,000 camels transported 
the timber there for the building of the 10 
ships. 

With the cunning of a merchant prince, 
Solomon developed an exceptionally large 
monopoly in trading horses and chariots. 
Excavations at Meggido unearthed high 
stables. Set around a courtyard paved with 
limestone lay spacious stalls with feeding 
troughs and watering systems that would be 
considered too lavish even today. 


At Megiddo alone there were stalls for 400 
horses and 150 chariots. An even more 
immense stable was found dug into the rock 
under the high walls of the city of Jerusalem. 
The Crusaders tethered their horses there 
2,000 years after Solomon. 


SEVERAL SIMILAR stables found at 
other sites indicate that the biblical account 
of Solomon’s 40,000 horses was probably not 
a flight of oriental exaggeration. Used both 
for war and for trade, these horses and 
chariots formed a keystone in the economic 
pyramid built by Solomon. 


The most popular example of his wisdom 
was his court decision about a baby whose 
mother was in dispute. Threatening to cut 
the baby in half, the real mother stepped 
forward and volunteered to give up the baby 
to save his life. 


His greatest glory, and that for which he is 
best remembered, was the-Temple. He 
wished to establish the name of the Lord in a 
permanent place of beauty after so many 
years of desert wandering. Israel considered 
their nomadic past the ideal time of union 


with God. Solomon had to show them how to ~ 


relate'to the Lord in a stabilized society. © 

PERCHED AT the top of Mount Zion the

Classical Prophets in the South 


Israel's oracles allow 
one response only—faith

Echoing through the pages of the Old 
Testament is the prophetic exhortation: 
“Tsrael! Rely on Yahweh.”’ It was a call to 
faith in God’s Word that was sounded time 
and again but seldom heeded. 


Chiefly responsible for Israel’s resounding 

‘‘no’’ to the prophets’ oracles calling for 
faith in and faithfulness to God’s covenant 
were the kings -who succumbed to the 
siren call of power and security through 
political alliances which lured them and the 
nation to destruction and bondage. 


ISAIAH (ca. 742-701 B.C.) and Jeremiah 
(627-585 B.C.) stood as giants in the long 
line of prophets who spoke God’s Word to 
the kings in Jerusalem. 

Greed, injustice, hypocrisy, the same 
sicknesses that sapped the spiritual strength 


of the Northern Kingdom during the . 


prophetic ministry of Amos, were epidemic 
in the Southern Kingdom of Judah when 
Isaiah was called as a prophet in 742 B.C., 
“the year that king Uzziah died.”’ (Isaiah 
6:1). 

The House of David had reigned 


‘continuously if not gloriously in Judah 


during the period that the history of Israel, 


- to the north, was being written with the 


blood of murdered monarchs. 


BUT GOD’S promise of an eternal dynasty 


_ to David’s line (2 ‘Samuel 7) was interpreted 


‘by a majority of his descendents as a 
guarantee of invincibility even in the face of 
wanton corruption, and many of Isaiah’s 
oracles were addressed to this distortion. 


For four decades the prophet spoke. 


God’s Word to faithless and faithful kings of 
Judah until the accession of Manasseh, the 
sacriligious and blashphemous king whose 
long reign was the low point in the Davidic 
dynasty. 

Isaiah’s concept of Yahweh as ‘‘the Holy 
One of Israel’’ dominates his message 
probably as the result of his inaugural vision 
of God enthroned in the Temple (Ch. 6) 
surrounded by Seraphim chanting ‘‘Holy, 
holy, holy is the Lord of hosts!’’ 


FLOWING FROM his _ overwhelming 
sense of God’s holiness was the prophet’s 
proclamation of Yahweh as the Lord of 
History, whose plan cannot be thwarted or 
hindered by men, even evil ones, whom He 
uses as a woodsman uses an axe to fell a tree 
(10:5-15). 

Among the nations of the world, only 
Israel was the knowing instrument of 
Yahweh in carrying out His plan, and 
Isaiah’s oracles allow for only one 
satisfactory response to its role...faith, a 
total commitment to God’s will. Such a 
commitment would bring about salvation for 
Israel, any other response meant destruction 
(Ch. 5). - 

Isaiah speaks a word of hope even in the 
face of the faithlessness of Judah in his 
theme of the remnant that will share in 
God’s holiness (4:3), rely on God alone 


(10:20), and be grouped around the Messiah 
(11:1-9). 

THE PROPHET’S Messianic oracles 
(7:13-14), 9:5-6, 11:1-12:6) are among the 
most beautiful and most familiar Old 
Testament passages and resound through- 
out the New Testament. 


Only the first 39 chapters of Isaiah are 
attributed to the eighth century prophet. The 
remaining sections (Second Isaiah, Ch. 
40-55, Third Isaiah, Ch. 56-66) are attributed 
to a group of his disciples (8:16) and deal 
with subsequent periods in Israel’s history. 
(They will be taken up later in the series.) 


Isaiah was married and had two children, 
whose symbolic names (7:3, 8:3) reflect his 
prophetic words. Jeremiah, on the other 
hand was ordered by God to remain without 
a wife and family so that his lifestyle might 
itself be a prophetic warning (16:1-4). 

JEREMIAH SPOKE the Word of God to 
the kings of Judah as the final convulsions of 
death wracked the tiny nation. He was 


ignored, derided and persecuted as he. 


pursued his prophetic ministry. 


Called the Reluctant Prophet, Jeremiah 
argued with God at the time of his calling 
(1:6-7) and subsequently cursed the day he 
was born (20:14) as he voiced his frustration 
in the strongest terms: “‘You duped me, O 
Lord, and I let myself be duped,’’ (20:7). 


Jeremiah’s life, an utter failure by human 
standards, was a triumph because of his 


faithfulness of God’s call and God’s’ s Word oo 


despite incredible obstacles. © 


THE REAL message of any viipherd is his 
own life and Jeremiah’s total, if humanly 


frustrating, dependence upon the promise of 


Yahweh (1:18-19) was greater than any 
sermon or prophetic action of his career. — 


His mission was to cry out the message of 
Israel’s infidelity, to prophesy violence and 


destruction upon the people he loved. ~ 


He spoke the Word of God to Jerusalem 
pleading for fidelity to the covenant and 
warning of impending judgment (11:1-14). 
He preached (Ch. 7), he acted out (Ch. 18, 
19, 28), he wrote (Ch. 29) but to no avail. For 
his efforts he was thrown into a dungeon 
(37:15) and: was lowered into a miry cistern 
(33:7-17) but he would not be silenced. 


YET AT THE height of his persecution he 
spoke his most optimistic oracles (Ch. 
30-33), and he saw that the Old Covenant 


would be replaced by a new one where the - 


response to God’s love and law would come 
from men’s hearts (31:31-34). 


When Jerusalem fell and the Babylonian 
exile began, Jeremiah refused special 
treatment by the conquerers who saw in him 
an ally. Instead he remained in Judah until 
he was kidnapped and taken to Egypt where 
he was probably murdered. 


Despised and disparaged by his fellow 
countrymen, his life was vindicated by the 
One for whom he prepared the way, when 
Christ, whose sufferings were reflected in 
Jeremiah’s life, fulfilled the prophet’s 
greatest promise of a New Covenant (Luke 
22:20).

nation. At the dedication of the Temple the 
fire of the divine glory so intensely filled the 
shrine that the priests were driven from it. 
This cloud radiance of the Lord thus taught 
that God is the origin of all celebration and 
the principle destiny or worship. 


The architectural style was borrowed from 
the commercial fashions of Tyre and Sidon. 
Many an old Jew looked with puzzlement 
and distaste at this imitation of sanctuaries 
built to idols in Canaan. It seemed at first too 
unworthy of the true and one God. But in 
time they came to accept it and even to glory 
in it. 


Solomon’s early career was a brilliant 
mixture of practical administration and 
devoted service to God. The queen of Sheba 
graded him as the wisest man in the world. It 
was well merited. 


OVERNIGHT HE transformed a basically 
peasant society into an imperial, urban, 
commercial nation. He sustained the 
transition from nomadic religious conscious- 
ness to a stabilized people still able to 
covenant with God.

Isaiah and Jeremiah 
preached judgment, 
repentance and renewal

Isaiah and Jeremiah, the two classical: 


prophets of the South, that is, of the 
kingdom of Judah, have much to tell 
20th-century Christian men and women. 


The substance of their prophetic vocations 
were essentially the same as that of the other 
prophets—to preach the Word of God to a 
wayward, stubborn people—but each of 
these sensitive, heroic figures had his own 
specific, divinely inspired word to utter, if 
only we have ears to listen. 


BOTH LIVED during troubled times: 
Isaiah, the eighth-century B.C. prophet, 
when the mighty armies of Assyria both 
,awed and struck terror in the hearts of his 
people; Jeremiah, who exercised his 
ministry a century later, when Babylon, the 
juggernaut of the ancient world, crushed 
tiny Judah and levelled the holy city of 
Jerusalem, dragging the people of God into 
captivity. 


Isaiah was the prophet of divine judgment 
and salvation: judgment because the people 


‘had deserted their God, the only God, 
' Yahweh and lusted after false gods; and 


salvation, because Yahweh, despite their 
faithlessness and betrayal, will never forget 
His covenant of love and grace with them. 


“Holy, holy holy is the Lord of hosts...All 
the earth is filled with his glory.’’ This is the 
message that Isaiah proclaims at the outset 
of his ministry (Isaiah 6:3), for he is, above 
all, the prophet who stresses the utter 
“otherness’’ of Yahweh, His sovereign 
power and dominion over men. With irony 
Isaiah writes “‘Will the axe boast against 
him who hews with it? Will the saw exalt 
itself above him who wields ite (Isaiah 
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_ YET INSTEAD of Séting felis from the 


‘Lord, the people had sought to ‘save 


themselves by turning to their militarily 
powerful neighbors. First Ahaz, in order to 
combat Syria, had made an alliance with 
Assyria, only to live to see a terrible price 
exacted. 


His successor, Hezekiah, had turned to 
Egypt in an attempt to throw off the 
Assyrian yoke, but soon found himself shut 
up like a bird in a cage in Jerusalem by the 
armies of Sennacherib, the Assyrian 
general. 


Isaiah’s message here was clear: God’s. 


people are not to find salvation by military 
means and by aping the behavior of those 
who know not the Lord. ‘‘With the Lord of 
hosts make your alliance,’’ he proclaims, for 
our help is in the name of the Lord (Isaiah 
8:13). 

BUT IN THE midst of terrible suffering 
and agonizing servitude Isaiah tells us to 
have hope. For Yahweh, our God, the one 
and only God, wills to be with us and help 
us. He will always preserve a remnant 
faithful to Him. 


Indeed, Isaiah tells us, through the power 
of Yahweh a “‘virgin shall be with child, and 
bear a son, and shall name him Immanual”’ 
(Isaiah 7:14). For Isaiah, the prophet of 
terrible judgment on a people who turn their 
backs to the Lord, is also the prophet of 
divine salvation, from whom we received so 
many messianic prophecies. 


He urges us to have faith, for “a shoot 


What they say about it . 


shall sprout from the stump of Jesse...and 
the spirit of the Lord shall rest upon him; a 
spirit of wisdom and of understanding, a 
spirit of counsel and of strength”’ (Isaiah 
11:1ff). 

WE CHRISTIANS can appreciate, far 
more deeply than those to whom Isaiah 
spoke, the meaning of those words. For we 
know that Yahweh has indeed sent us Jesus, 
His Son and our Immanuel. Because of Jesus 
we can say with Isaiah, ‘‘God indeed is my 
savior; I am confident and unafraid; my 
strength and my courage is the Lord, and he 
has been my savior’’ (Isaiah 12:2). 


Jeremiah, a man who at first resisted the 
divine call and who became, through God’s 
power, a “‘fortified city, a pillar of iron, a 
wall of brass against the whole land’’ 
(Jeremiah 1:18), is one of the most appealing 
figured in the Old Testament. A reluctant 
prophet, he suffered derision and ridicule 
from his own people (anticipating in this the 
sufferings of Jesus). 


Alone of Old Testament propheis he was 
told by God to remain celibate (Jeremiah16), 
ptefiguring here the value that celibacy, 
chosen for the sake of God’s reign and love, 
was to have in the Christian dispensation. 


JEREMIAH’S BASIC message was one of 
repentance and of the need for an inner 
renewal and interiorizing of religion. Again 
and again he urges “return, rebellious 
children, and I will cure you of your 
rebelling’ (Jeremiah 3:22). 


In words that are echoed later by Jesus 
Himself, Jeremiah writes: “‘Put not your 


trust in the deceitful words: ‘This is the | 


temple.of the Lord! The temple of the Lord! 


"The temple of the Lord!’ 


“Only if you thoroughly 1 reform your. ways 


and your deeds, if each of you deals justly 


with his neighbor, if you no longer oppress 


_.the resident alien, the orphan, and the 


widow...will I remain with you’’ (Jeremiah 
7:4-6). For Jeremiah as for Jesus, God’s love 
is reciprocated not by an empty show of 
words by by lives consumed with a purine 
thirst for justice. 


AFFECTIONATE AND conte by disposi- 
tion, Jeremiah was called by God to tear up 
and to knock down, to destroy and overthrow 
(Jeremiah 1:10). What he was called to 


- overthrow was a religion of external 


conformity. And what he was called upon to 
put in its place was a really inward and 
heartfelt religion. 


And Jeremiah was confident that Vitiwen? 
the Lord, would be active in the 


establishment of this kind of religion, for He - 


would bring about a ‘‘new’’ covenant with 
His people, implanting His law ‘‘deep within 
them, writing it on their hearts’’ ener 
31:33). 


We are supposed to be the people of the 
new covenant, the covenant of love and 
grace. Our task is the one that Jeremiah sets 
before us so poignantly: to search our 
hearts, repent our faithlessness and 
treachery, and turn to the Lord for support 
and strength. 


If we seek help, we shall find it, for 
Jeremiah’s God—our God, the only God—is 
there, ready to give us the courage and 
strength we need to do what we ourselves 
come to know we must do if we are to be 
faithful to His Word.

1976: Catholics in America 


Decisions of Catholics 
will be most decisive 
force in third century 


{Part 1 of a nine-part series]

The most important part of the American 
population at the time of the Bicentennial is 
the nation’s Roman Catholics. They are also 
among the nation’s. most politically ineffec- 
tive groups. Why? 

First; there are so many of us. At least one 
out of four Americans is Roman Catholic. 
There are approximately 50 million of us, in 
official figures. But if you count 16: million 
Spanish-speaking Catholics, rather than 
the official 5 million—and the larger figure 
seems more plausible—then there are about 


60 million Catholics. In addition there are . 


millions who are Catholic in culture, even if 
they no longer go to church. 


SECONDLY, OUR location is politically 
potent. Catholics are concentrated in the 10 
states with the greatest number of electoral 
votes. Most of us live in a triangle from 
Maine to Minnesota-Missouri. 


But we also number 20 per cent or more in 
states usually thought of as ‘‘Protestant,”’ 
like Florida, Texas, and California. There 
are almost a million Slavs in Texas, besides 
the great numbers of Chicanos, and sizable 
numbers of Irish and German Catholics 
there (like Sissy Farenthold’s family). 


Thirdly, Catholics are more concentrated 
than Protestants in and around cities of 
250,000 or more. In cities like Boston, 
Providence, Newark, Pittsburgh, Buffalo, 
Cleveland, Detroit and Chicago—Catholics 
and blacks are virtually. the only ones left in 
the cities. 


- FOURTH, CATHOLICS vote heavily. 
Polish Catholics vote at a level (84 per cent) 
second highest only to Jews. Other Catholics 
(except the Spanish-speaking) also vote at a 
rate higher than the national average. 


Finally, in elections for the presidency 
(and even for the senate) Catholics tend 
disproportionately to be independent voters. 
Catholics used to be solidly Democratic. But 
since Eisenhower’s second election (1956), 
Catholics have voted sometimes for Demo- 
cratic and sométimes for Republican 
presidents and senators, splitting their 
tickets. Catholics describe themselves as 
Independent in higher proportions than 


either Protestants or Jews. 


In a word, Catholics are numerous, 
concentrated in politically potent ways, 
urban, vote regularly and form a decisive 
independent body. 


_ THUS DECISIONS made by Catholics 
individually, but cumulative in their force, 
will be the most decisive force in 
determining the direction of the nation in the 
third century. 


Catholics alone are not strong enough to 
carry the nation. But they are clearly the 
largest swing vote. They outnumber blacks 
about three to one. They outnumber the 
entire Republican Party. 


On almost every measure, even when we 
control for class, region, education and 
income, Catholics tend to be less conserva- 
tive than Protestants, more progressive, 
more independent. 


YET THE Catholic people. have been 
politically disorganized, ineffective and 
unsophisticated, when compared to groups 
like the Quakers, the Jews, black Protest- . 
ants and Ivy League Protestants. (28 of 100 
Senators have Ivy League degrees.) 


Issues important to Catholics—from social 
issues like unions for Chicano migrant 
workers, or an end to the Vietnam war in 
which so many sons of working-class 
families fought and died, to institutional 
issues like parochial schools and moral 
issues like abortion—do not receive a very 
sympathetic ear from most non-Catholics. 


Often, Catholics are maligned falsely for 
holding positions they do not hold. For 
example, support for George Wallace in 
1968 was often attributed to Catholic 
workers. Yet fewer than 8 per cent of all 
Catholics supported Wallace in November of 
1968. Sixteen per cent-of Protestants did. 


AT OTHER times, Catholic views on 
moral or political issues are ignored, 
misperceived, or treated as unenlightened, 
particularly on moral issues related to family 
life. The problems of working-class Catholics 
are ignored in the media. 


The relative absence of Catholics at high 
levels of various financial, corporate, 
academic, and media institutions does not 
awaken general cries for ‘affirmative - 
action’’ in favor. of greater Catholic 
participation. (In President Ford’s cabinet, 
there is only one Catholic. On the boards of 
trustees and faculties of most universities 
the proportion of Catholics is almost as low). 


_ As 1976 approaches, the Catholic people 
are a politically silent, disorganized, 
amateurish, and ineffective socio-political 
force. Yet they are strategically situated and 
bear heavy responsibilities. The Bicenten- 
nial is an occasion to explore the situation of 
Catholics in America.

National meet keys on women priests

DETROIT—The women’s 
ordination conference held 
here Nov. 28-30 produced no 
militant protests, but it was a 
grueling two days of discus- 
sion on the issue of women 
priests, according to two 
Sisters from the San Diego 
diocese who attended. 


Sister Patricia Haire, pas- 
toral associate at St. Thomas 
More parish, Rialto, and 
Sister Linda Lutz, principal 
of Holy Trinity school, El 
Cajon, said. the conference 
will produce a nationwide 
effort to give the question of 
women priests top priority in 
the U.S. Church. 


SISTER HAIRE said that 
awareness of where women 
really are in the Church 
today was a major point of 
the meeting. “‘It was sug- 
gested that women must 
change their own self-image 
as women and as women in 
the Church and that for too 
long women have passively 
accepted inferior roles.”’ 


More than 1,200 Religious, 
clergy and laity attended the 
conference and they learned 
the role of women in the 
Church requires much study 


available to all individuals 
and families, including per- 
sons who are employed but 
do not receive adequate 
income;”’

Sister Haire noted that 47 
separate task forces were 
formed at the meeting to 
extensively study the ques- 
tions raised by ordaining 
women to the priesthood and 
to keep the issue alive as a 
major issue of Church dis- 
cussion. ‘‘There were 19 
Californians at the confer- 
ence and they will hold their’ 
first meeting in Oakland Jan. 
3,’’ she said.

Reno diocese on 
way to alleviating 
its financial woes 


RENO, Nev. (NC)—The 
Reno diocese has rebounded 
“from a nearly fatal financial 
crisis,’’ but there is “‘a long 
way to go before complete 
recovery is achieved,’’ ac- 
cording to Bishop Norman T. 
McFarland, apostolic admin- 
istrator of the diocese. 


Bishop McFarland said the 
diocese had reduced its more 
than $2.6 million debt to the 
U.S. bishops by $276,170. 


THE DIOCESE faced fi- 
nancial ruin in 1974 when it 
had to come up with more 
than $3.8 million in cash to 
repay principal and interest . 
on money borrowed through 
bond issues. 


Financialproblemsplagued 
the diocese, which covers the 
entire state of Nevada, when 
it invested $3.5 million raised 
through bond issues in the 
St. Joseph’s Trust Fund. 


However, the fund, at one 
time reportedly worth $25 
million, collapsed, leaving 
the Reno diocese and a 
number of religious orders, 
which had invested in it, 
without any capital to pay off 
their debts.
